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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that "Musgrave does not teach or 
suggest using a digital certificate to authenticate a device." Musgrave discloses that "sincer private keys are physically stored on 
computers and/or electronic storage devices, such private keys are not physically related to the entities associated with the private keys. 
For example, a private (Musgrave: column 2, lines 40-43).." Since the private key is stored on computers and are physically realted to the 
devices on which they are stored on it would be possible to tell from which device a signature using a private key came. Musgrave also 
discloses that "private keys are not limited to actual human indifviuals (Musgrave: column 2, line 46)." This is interpreted as meanting the 
private keys can be associated with devices on which they are stored.. 
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
